The first business done was 
the presentation by Mr. Plumb of the confer- 
ence report on the District of Columbia appro- 
priation bill. The report was read and agreed 
to. The next business was the presentation 
by Mr. Dawes of the conference report 
on the fortification bill. It was that 
the conterees had not been able to agree. 
Mr. Dawes said that it was with infinite regret 
that the Senate conferees were obliged to 
make thisreport. They had conceded very 
muchin orderto reacha conclusion, and to 
save the essence and vitality of the measure 
needed to protect coast fortifications. The 
plan which they had submitted to the 
committee was expressed in the 
form .: oe which he woald 
have printed in the Record; and along 
with it he would have printed the plan sub- 
mitted at the last moment by the House con- 
ferees. The country would judge between 
these propositions and decide where the blame 
lay for the failure by this Congress to do any- 
thing towards inaugurating some efficient 
system of fortification.

The question might be 
summed in one sentence. Whether steel guns 
should be subordinate to cast-iron guns, or

Hawley (another of the conferees), 
said thathe desired to emphasize this most 
extraordinary condition of affairs: there was 


year, norfor the next year. So far as con- 
cerned the army coast defenses and the heavy 
guns nothing whatever nas been done. There 
was no money to cut the grass along the 
giacis of the forts, or to buy shingles or nails 
for the old sheds or dwellings of the forts—not 
one solitary cent. The work was stopped 
and allthe property at these forts are left to 
rack and ruin for the coming two years. 
The simple statement of that fact wasa most 
extraordinary indictment of ‘‘somebody.’’ 
He had no doubt whatever that if the whole 
subject could have been left open to the full 
and free deliberation of Congress something 
would have been done which would have been 
acredittothe country. Sofarasthe Senate 
was concerned, the record would show 
that the debates and notes on both sides 
of the chamber had been fully up 
to the popular demand. He could not 
fathom the motive of those inen who had 
practically plucked away and forbidden Con- 
gress to do anything in this matter. He knew 
that there had been hanying around the balis 
and corridors of the Capitol men representing 
the Hasket gun, and representing the insolvent 
concern that wanted to manutacture twelve- 
inch cast-iron guns and innumerable 
cast-iron mortars. Men had tried to 
tie Congress to these worn-out old 
projects, but they had completely failed. 
Thanks to some patriotisin, Congress had 
agreed to order vessels for the navy and guns 
of the most modern make for the ships; and it 
had been placed within the hands of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy to enter into contracts for 
12,000 tons of fcerged steel of the best ciass. 
He predicted that before next December there 
would be in this country plant capabie of 
taking any contract for steel. 


Mr. Gorman (the third conferee) thought 
that neither of his fellow-conferees had stated 
the matter fairly. Afteralong conference all 
had agreed that the board should consist of 
the Secretary of War, the Secretary of the 
Navy, the General of the Army, and two civil- 
ians to be appointed by the President. The 
proposition had come up te buy $6,000,000 
worth of steel to be manulactured in the Goy- 
ernment shops. 


As to that there was no difference of opinion, 
but it was coupled with the condition from the 
House conferees that an additional appropria- 
tion should be made, throwing open to 
the inventive genius of the country the 
opportunity to inanufacture guns. The House 
conferees Knew that there wus sufticient en- 
terprise, talent and skill in the manu- 
facturers and ‘mechanics of the country, 
not only to produce the steel, but to 
make the guns. It had also been insisted 
upon, with great fores, by the Huuse 
conferees that it would be unwise for the Gov- 
ernment to contract for so large an nsmount of 
steel until the actual tests had been made by 
firing the guns. At this point Mr. Gorman 
yielded the floor temporarily, and the confer- 
ence report was laid aside informally in order 
to let other matters of business be rushed 
through. 

The following bills were passed: The Senate 
bill appropriating $30,000 for the expenses 
of Senate investigations ordered  tbis 
session; House ill for the loan 
of Government articies to the Indus- 
trial Exposition at Minneapolis, Minn.; 
House bill appropriating $100,000 for a public 
building at East Saginaw, Mich.; to amend 
the act for the construction of bridges across 
the Cumberland and Caney Fork Rivers in 
Tennessee. 

The conference report on the bill to amend 
the national banking laws by adding to the 
number of ‘‘reserve’’ cities was agreed to. 
The billisin the nature of a substitute and 
designates San Francisco by name. 


Senators Sherman and Saulsbury were ap- 
pointed to join a like committee on the part of 
the House to wait onthe President and inform 
him that the two Houses had completed their 
business and were ready to adjourn unless he 
had something further to submit tothem. The 
discussion of the .conference report onthe 
fortification bill was resumed and Mr. Gorman 
continued his remarks. 

He deciared bis belief that even if $20,000,000 
had been appropriated for steel guns munufac- 
turedin the United States, not one gun could 
bave been obtained within the next twoor 
three years. Cast-iron guns or cast-steel guns 
were the only guns (of greater than 8-inch 
valibre) that could now be constructed here. 
He regretted exceedingly that the appropria- 
tion in the naval bill had not been made 
$12,000,000 more than it was. hut he regretted 
above ali other things that Congress had not 
been able to take the manufacture of guns out 
of the rutin which it lay. The organization 
of the Ordnance Bureau was such that young 
men of talent and enterprise and genius were 
kept in the background or banished 
to some outpost; and it was ‘‘old_ fos- 
sils’’ that were «at the head of that 
bureau. And they could not be got rid of be- 
cause they had a fixed and certain tenure, 
That was what the House conferees had in- 
sisted upon, and every fair-minded man would 
say that they wereright. He spoke of John 
Roach as having been ‘‘sacrificed’’ to that 
same system, and said that that sacrifice had 
done more to strike down the interest of ship 
building in this country than anything else 
which had occurred within the last generation. 
Mr. Hawley replied to Mr. Gorman.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 4.—At5 o’ciock 
this morning the effects of a sixtecn-hour ses- 
sion were visible in the appearance in the hall 
of the House and on members of that body. 
The floor was strewn witb scraps of paper and 
remnants of documents and reports. The at- 
mosphere in the House was very impure and 
oppressive and was well impregnated with 
tobacco smoke, notwithstanding the 
repeated appeals of the Speaker to mem- 
bers requesting them to .observe the 
rule, which probibite smoking on the floor. 
Excepting a dozen or so members, whose zeal 
in behalf of their favorite measures kept them 
on the alert to take advantage of any oppor- 
tunity to secure recognition, the gentiemen of 
the House lapsed into indifference, ana, 
stretched on sofas in the rear of the hail, 
and in the lobbies, lounging back in tbeir 
chairs with their feet elevated on their desks 
or ‘grouping together in conversational 
mood, they endeavored to wear off the weari- 
ness consequent upon their long vigiis. In 
the galleries about twenty persons remained 
throughout the night, but as most of them 
werein recumbent and somnolent attitudes 
it was evident that they were not greatly in- 
terested in the very tame scenes which were 
enacted In the House in the last night session 
of the Forty-ninth Congress. 

A few minutes after 50’clock Mr. Blount of 
Georgia announced that the Conference Com- 
mittee on the Post-oflice appropriation bill 
had reached an agreement by the recession of 
the Senate conferees from the subsidy 
amendment. The report was agreed to, thus 
disposing of the bill finally. 

r, Ward of Indiana calied up the veto 
message on the Senate bill for the erection of 
a public building at Lafayette, Ind.

John F. Lee, and presented an application 
looking to the winding up of the affairs of the 
Union Mutual Insurance Company of 
this city. This action had been 
urged upon the superintendent by the follow- 
ing among other policy-holders: The Globe 
Printing Company, the Manufacturers’ Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company, the Mitchell Furni- 
ture Company and the J. Peters Furniture 
Company. The officers of the company are: 
James E. Blythe, President; Geo. Bannantine, 
Vice-President; J. F. Murray, Secretary. The 


Seger policy-holders complained that 
he company had no revenue to meet the 
losses, and that it was badly impaired gener- 
ally and in no condition to continue Dusiness. 
It was organized September 17, 1885, witha 
charter running for fifty years.

JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 4.—Chief Jus- 
tice Norton of the Supreme Courtthis morn- 
ing delivered the opinion of the court inthe 
habeas corpus proceedings for the release of 
Warden Darwin Marmaduke, arrested for con- 


turers—The Milwaukee Finters’ strike | tempt of the St. Louis Criminal Court for re- 


fusing to obey a writ ordering him to produce 
in court at St. Louis Frederick Wittrock, the 
expressrobber. The opinion sustains the po- 
sition assumed by Attorney-General Boone, 
and orders the discharge from. custody of 
Warden Marmaduke. With the exception of 
Judge Sherwood all of the judges concur in 
the opinion, and Judge Biack will filea sepa- 
rate Opinion to-morrow morning. 
THE OPINION 

is unusually lengthy and reviews the case in 
detail. Mr, Harvey of Fotheringham’s conn- 
sel says that according to his understanding, 
the warden was discharged as a matter of ex- 
pediency. Attorney-General Boone, however, 
who studied the opinion carefully, said: ‘‘As 
Judge Norton says, in the very beginning of 
the opinion, the main question inyolved is 
the constitutionality of section 4031 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the State, which prohibit the 
taking from the State Penitentiary of a 
convict or convicts for the purpose of 
testifying in courts. The Court holds 


that the section is constitutional, valid and 
good law. Itsays in effect that the Legisla- 
ture has the right to pass and enact luws gov- 
erning the management of the Penitentiary 
and its inmates, and that the particular sec- 
tion of the statutes referred to is « law of this 
character. Hencethe point made by Fother- 
ingham’s counsel that the law was unconsti- 
tutional talls to the ground. The decision 
settles a much- disputed point, and henceforth, 
as in the past, convict testimeny will have to 
be taken by deposition at the prison.’’

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MONTHLY MORTALITY. 


STATISTICS OF THE NEALTH DEPARTMENT 
FOR THE MONTH OF FEBRUARY. 


The Elevated Railroad and the Street Sprink- 
ling Bills on the Carpet for To-Night— 
A Girl Weserving of Charity—Delegates 
Making Political Capital — Municipal 
Matters. 


The monthly report of mortality for Febru- 
ary, this year, was compiled to-day by Dr. 
McCarthy of the Health Department. During 
the twenty-eight days of last month 611 deaths, 
105 less than the previous month andll more 
than the corresponding month last year, were 
reported. Of this number 18 white and 24 
colored children were under 5 years 
of age. Of the total number of deaths 109 
were attributed to zymotic diseases and 
forty-two to violence. Diphtheria caused 
forty-seven deaths and membraneous croup, 
which, in several cases, was probably diph- 
theria in milder forms is credited with eigh- 
teen victims. Consumption was assigned as 
the cause in seventy-three instances, bron- 
chitis forty-nine, pneumonia in sixty-three 
and other diseases of the respiratory organs in 
thirty-two cases. In the columns of violence 


the list given is as follows: Surgical opera- 
tions, 1; suicides, 9; homicides, 4; accidents, 
28. Of the total number 345 were male, fe- 
male, 260 married, 351 single, 546 white and 65 
colored. The smallpox column still remains 
vacant. Itisnow almost two years since a 
case of smallpox has been found within the 
city limits. Three deaths from scarlatina 
were reported. None were attributed to 
measles during the month. 


Deserving Aid. 


Dr. Dalton, Superintendent of the City Hos- 
pital, and Health Commissioner Stevenson 
have interested themselves in the case of 
Elizabeth Handy, a patient at the City Hos- 


pital, whois recommended to charitably ir- 
clined persons. She was a hard-working, in- 
dustrious girl, but for a long time had suffered 
from an injury to the leg which resultedina 
gangrenous formation and necessitated the 
amputation of thelimb. This operation bas 
been successfully performed, and the girl is 
willing to go to work again, but cannot do so 
unless provided with an artificial leg. This 
can be bought for $35 or $40, a small portion of 
which sum is already contributed. This is a 
deserving case, and should be taken in charge 
by some charitably inclined ladies of the city. 


Capital-Making Delegates. 


Street Commissioner Turner is amanof a 
hopeful, bouyant disposition. The discovery 
that a street grade and a sewer graderun at 
each otherin the same block never disturbs 


his equanimity. There issome way of mend- 
ing it, and he always hopes to be avle to figure 
out just the proper way to solve the problem. 
Recently he has lost his good spirits and has 
worn a sadlook. For several days the requests 
for street lamps, crosswalks, etc., have 
poured into the Street Commissioner’s office 
from members of the House of Delegates who 
are trying to ‘‘square themselves’’ with their 
constituents for re-election to the lower 
branch of the Municipal Assembly, The dele- 
gate who resorts to these methods of making 
capital has noconscience and no sympathy 
for the Street Commissioner who must bear 
all the responsibilities of granting or refusing 
the requests according to the means at hand 
to make the proposed improvements. 


Hospital Examinations, 


At the meeting of the Board of Health, held 
last evening, it was decided that the exami- 
nation of medical graduates from 7 to 12 p. m., 
March J8, for membership on the City Hospital 
staff, should be guided by the following rules: 
1. No applicant will be permitted to leave the 
examination room uatil he shall have given in 
his examination papers. 2. No communica- 
tion between those under examination will be 
permitted on any pretext. 3. No applicants 
willbe permitted to use written or printed 
notes or nemoranda during the examination. 
A violation of these rules will nullify the ex- 
amination, and the applicant will be dismissed 
without appeal. 


Dispensary Wards. 


Just before the meeting of the Board of 
Health yesterday some of the officials were 
discussing department improvements when 
Commissioner Stevenson outlined a plan in 


the wisdom of which all agreed. He said: 
‘‘The Health Department, or at least the Dis- 
pensary part of it, should not be located at 
the City Hall, but should be located where 
we could have two or three temporary 
wards. Anybody who has seen many 
cases of injury, any person who has been in 
the army knowsthat in many cases of shock 
it isa question whether the victim should be 
touched at all. As it is now, even after a 
patient is brought here to the Dispensary he 
must be rattled and jolted away to the City 
Hospital for turther treatment. If we had a 
ward or two here that could be avoided. Often 
a hemorrhage is completely checked here, and 
by the time the patient gets to the hospital it 
is owing again. Weneed ward accommoda- 
tions here very much.’’ 


The Municipal Assembly. 


To-night the sprinkling bill will be called up 
in the House of Delegates once more. Four- 
teen of the members have twice been driven 
to adjourning by the mention of this 
bill. The measure now before the House 
is not the original bill introduced in the Coun- 
cil, and there is some doubt whether the 
House bili will go through the Council 
after its passage in the lower branch. 
The friends of the contractors are 
not willing to take the chances 
and will continue to fight the bill in the House. 
In the Council the reconsideration of the 
Adams electric elevated railroad bill will be 
attempted. Both the Central and the Cupples 
bills also come up to-night. 


A Climber on Baltimere’s Washington Mon- 
ument.

When 
the new point was put on Eck 
grasped the rod with his left hand and 
stood on the shoulder of the statue. There 
was a brisk wind blowing at the time, 
which compelled Eck to hold on closely.

Standing also as the Governor does in 
many of the important cases of applica- 
tion for pardon or commutation between 
the promptings of pity on one hand and 
the sense of duty on the other, the 
power is one that no man can envy. 
Some of the emotional scenes that have 
ensued in the Executive chamber when 
near ones have sought to save a loved one’s 
life, and knew that the one man’s word 
could grant the wish, have been enough to 
stamp them indelibly on the witnesses’ 
memories above other seemingly great 
events. Jobn A. Dix found before him 
in the first few months of his Guberna- 
torial term the applications of Edward 8S. 
Stokes and of Foster, the car-hook mur- 
derer, for a commutation of sentence. 
The sister of Stokes and the wife of Fos- 
ter were personal friends of his wife, and 
she bore testimony to the nights of pain 
and torture during which he traversed 
his room, rent with the _ conflicting 
emotions of ap * and justice. The 
mother of young Walworth brought her 
assionate grief, in all her noble beauty, 
o bear upon Samuel J. Tilden in a plea 
for the pardon of her son, and he could 
only take arms against the plea by flight. 
The aged father of the murderer, Hovey 
fellon his knees before Gov. Cleveland 
and pleaded as only a heart-broken father 
could for his son’s life. Such influences 
are brought in many cases which the 
world never hears of to work upon the 
Chief Executive.

The 
House bill clothed the President with 
power in his discretion to bring Canada 
to terms by a proclamation of non-inter- 
course, shutting out all imports from 
Canada by land or water. The Senate 
bill merely authorizes the President to 
carry retaliation sofar as will exclude 
Canadian vessels from our ports and con- 
fer a monopoly of our fish markets upon 
our own fishermen. 

That is all the latter want, and they 

would much rather have it than the con- 
cession by Canada of all the rights they 
claim under the most favorable construc- 
tion of the existing treaties. Even under 
the House bill the President might havo 
gone no further than the Senate bill per- 
mits, but they were afraid to trust him 
when the only settlement they want with 
Canada is precisely that which the Senate 
bill gives them—a monopoly of our fish 
markets. And yet we donot see why they 
should not have trusted the President to 
confer this monopoly upon them when he 
had already approved a bill to confera 
monopoly of the mackerel catch upon 
them. 
The bill forbidding the catching of 
mackerel before the first of June was 
nothing more nor less than a bill to pro- 
tect the mackerel from being caught and 
marketed as fresh fish during the months 
when they are passing northward along 
our coasts till they reach Block Island, 
June 1. By signing that bill the Presi- 
dent simply deprived us of fresh mackerel 
in the spring months, and sent the whole 
catch to the nets of the New England 
fishermen, to be sold by them as salt 
mackerel in the markets of which the 
Senate bill gives them a monopoly. 
Through this little row with Canada New 
England fishermen have procured two 
acts worth far more to them than all the 
privileges Canada could have conferred 
upon them. 


In an obscure and unnoticed corner of 
the report of the Senate proceedings at 
Jefferson City yesterday appears the 
following: 

The Senate then took up and passed the bill 
which provides that— 2 
In cities having a population of more than 
.100,000 inhabitants, when any deed of trust or 
mortgage with power of sale shall by its terms 
authorize sale by advertisement thereof in 
any newspaper or newspapers of said cities, 
the advertisement so provided shall be made 
inthe newspaper designated for the publi- 
cation of advertisements, judicial notices 
and orders of publication, in accordance with 
section 320in chapter 2 of Revised Statutes, 
relating to advertisements. 


If this bill was intended to protect the 

public interests it would have contained a 
provision declaring in so many words that 
the rate for this compulsory advertising 
should be the same as the rate for judicial 
notices and orders of publication. 
It is a notorious fact that the newspaper 
which obtained these latter advertise- 
ments by bidding something like a cent 
and a haifa line has been using the au- 
thority of the State Department to com- 
pel the banks toadvertise their statements 
in its columns at 10 cents a line, or more 
than six times the legal rate. 

In passing bills for the bestowal of pap 
it is always well to take some account of 
the interests of the public. 
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THE anti-polygamy bill and the bill pro- 
viding for the redemption of the trade 
dollar were permitted to become laws 
without the signature of the President, 
because there were some features of both 
which he did not approve, while there 
were other features which he could not 
afford to veto. He had asked Congress 
to enact more effective laws for 
the suppression of polygamy and the 
maintenance of the national authority in 
Utah,and the only objectionable provisions 
of this bill were the severe ones necessary 
to make it effective. He could not deny 
the justice of redeeming the trade dollars 
with standard dollars, or the profit of re- 
coining the trade dollars-on such terms. 
But such provision for the issue of another 
$20,000,000 of standard dollars to crowd 
National Bank notes out of circulation 
was offensive to the banks, and therefore 
he compromised the case and let ‘the bill 
become alaw without his approval.

It is com- 
posed of two divisions, 
the first including the 
horse guards or cheve- 
liers gardes and gurdes 
a cheval, the cuiras- 
siers of the Emperor, 
tne cuirassiers of the 
kmpress and the two 
regiments of Cossacks, 
all under the supreme 
command of the Czaro- 
witch. The second di- 
vision includes the 
‘*‘ horse grenadiers’’ the 
Ublans of the Guard and 
of the Emperor, the 
Hussars of tke Em- 
peror and of Grodno. 
The uniform of all these 
reziments are most bril- 
liant. The cuirassiers, 
in fact, with their white 
tunics, blue trousers, Infantry o; the Guard. 


brass breastplates and eagie-tipped helmets 


have been pronounced by all odds the most 


imposing body of men in Europe. 
A deacription of the Russian forces without 
some reference tothe Cossacks would be absurd 


for they are to the Russian army what the 
Highlander isto the English, the Uhlan tothe 
German and the Bersaglieri to the Italian. 
They are the popular favorites,in other words, 
and well they deserve to be. As stated above, 
the general military law does not apply to the 
Cossacks. These bold and fearless warriors 
are entirely exempted from taxation, but they 
are held to service froin the age of 18 to 38. 
The first three years the recruit devotes to in- 
struction at home, after which, until the age 
o1 33, he ia liable to active service. After tiat 
until his 38th year he remains permanently on 
furlough, and is only called on in war times to 
fill vacancies in the second line. The Cossack 
receives aregular money allowance from the 
Government and also arms and ammunition.

The Cossack is in every sense what the Rus- 


siuns cail a moldetz (fine fellow) and dis- 


tinguishes himself from 
ordinary Russian mou- 
jik, who forms the bulk 
of the army, by his keen 
perception, his natural 
fertility of resources 
and wonderful adapta- 
bility to circumstances. 
His brother of the regu- 
lar army may be brave, 
persevering and gifted 
with great powers of en- 
durance, yet without a 
leader be becomes worsé 
than useless. But it is 
just when thrown én- 
tirely upon his own re- 
sources that the Cossack 
rises superior to the sit- 
uation and performs 
deeds of unheard of 
AA daring.

ARNOT’S AMBITION, 


An Old Landmark to Ee Restored by the 
Rebuilding of the Stable, 


The disasters that prove the death 
blows to the ambition of some dispositions 
act only as a stimulus upon oth- 
ers. When the fire of February 
9, in which the Fireman Chambers 
and the volunteer,Gunsaullus, lost their lives, 
destroyed the upper stories of Jesse Arnot’s 
livery stable and nearly one hundred valuable 


horses, there wasa general feeling of regret 
throughout the community that was more 
pronounced than the sympathy usually ex- 
tended in similar calamities. The stable had 
stood there for thirty-eight years. Many of 
the young men who were chief patrons 
of the establishment had heard their fathers 
tell of having hired their livery there when 
they were but boys themselves. The old place 
was as much of a landmark as the court- 
house. Distances were measured from it and 
the description of neighboring localities 
had for their starting point and 
eographical basis Jesse <Arnot’s§ stable. 

t was partly the affection for 
the old place that these associations engen- 
dered and partiy the regard for the familiar 
figure of its white-haired proprietor that made 
the regret so keen upon the reception of the 
news. 

For those who visited the scene on the 
morning after the fire all fears 
were dispelled. The old gentleman 
himself was there as vigorously active as 
a boy of 25. With broom in band, as was usual 
with him in emergencies of lesser magnitude, 
Mr. Arnot was found standing in the midstof 
the water which still dripped from the black- 
ened rafters, helpingand directing his force 
in the preparations for the business of the 
day. 

‘‘IThave been here thirty-eight years,’’ he 
said ‘‘and I intend to stay here the remainder 
of my life.’’ 

The remark was an index of his subsequent 
conduct. Since that time the business has 
gone on without the disappointment of a pa- 
tron. Each a | has seen some step taken in 
the way of improvement. At the Patti 
concert, the patronage of which taxed 
the capacity of every stable in the 
city, the service rendered by the 
Arnot livery, even in its handicapped con- 
dition, wasa matter of general comment. It 
took a life-long experience inthe management 
of such affairs toenable the Arnot stable to 
perform its work sosmoothly, One secret of 
its success is the liberality of its management. 
A corps of trained assistants superintends the 
movements of the hacks, and this always in- 
eures satisfaction at ball or opera. 

MR. DON W. HEWITT, 

Mr. Arnot’s lieutenant and manager, 
is a livery man himself of longer 
experience than half the proprietors in 
the business. Don’s methods appeal 
as strongly to the boys of to-day as the old 
gentiemen’s ideas were popular with those of a 
generation ago and the combination is one 
that means success. 

The debris of the fire has been cleared away 

and the contractors and bricklayers are at 
work rebuilding the ruined portion of the 
stables. The result will be a more commod- 
fous building and greater facilities for pros- 
ecuting the business. New stock sclected by

In the meantime Mr. Arnot is ready and 
continues te fill all his orders by some magic 
of his own—and those who wish quick service, 
competent drivers and stylish and comforta- 
ble rigs of gtd description at honest rates 
will find that the disaster of the 9th has done 
nothing except perhaps infuse a little more 
fire into the establishment.

for ridicule, and so is a Sunday law that does 
not check the desecration of the Sabbath with 
allits fearful and unutterable consequences. 
It is not the fault of the lawmakers if it shall 
prove to be thus, but our fauit—the fault of 
our citizens. Shall we suffer it?’’

Firing he Biggest Gun in the World. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

The first three proof rounds of the power- 
ful new gun supplied by the Elswick 
works for her Majesty’s barbette ship, 
Benbow, were fired yesterday (February 
10) at the butts at Woolwich Arsenal, the 
result so far going to show that this is the 
finest specimen of artillery yet produced 
in this or any other country. Among the 
‘*Woolwich Infants’ it is ike the famous 
Queen Elizabeth’s bronze gun in Dover 


Castle among the old = carronades. 
In length it is 524 inches, or nearly 
44 feet. The inner tube is of solid 


steel throughout, strengthened by jackets 
of comparatively thin steel hoops. The 
length of the bore is 487+. inches, or about 
thirty calibres, and the rifling, which con- 
sists of a multitude of small, shallow 
grooves, extends for 397.2 inches, or about 
33 feet. The diameter of the bore is 16% 
inches. The diameter of the powder 
chamber is a trifle over 21 inches, and its 
capabity 28.610 cubic inches. The twist of 
the rifling commences with one in 120 cali- 
bres and increases to one in 50 calibres. 
The gun is mounted on a fine cast-steel 
truck, which weighs 9 tons, and on 
the proof rounds yesterday it ran up 
the incline from about 50 to “70 feet. 

The first round was fired with 600 pounds 
of Westphalian powder, and a cylindrical 
projectile weighing 1,800 pounds. The 
velocity attained was 1,635 feet per sec- 
ond, giving an energy to the projectile of 
about 35.540 foot tons for the penetration 
of armor. The second round was witha 
shot of like weight and 700 pounds of the 
same powder, being the largest charge as 
yet fired in Engiand. The velocity at- 
tained was 1,843 feet per second, the en- 
ergy acquired being about 43,100 foot tons. 
The third round was with a similar pro- 
jectile of 1,800 pounds, and a powder 
charge of 890 pounds. 

The velocity attained was 2,007 feet per 
second, and the energy rose to some 5,- 
000-foot tons. The pressure of the gases 
within the chamber of the gnn at the time 
of the powder discharge were nine tons 
with the a charge, twelve tons 
with 700 pounds, and fifteen tons with the 
800-pound charges. Therecoil of the gun 
in the last round was controlled by the 
hydraulic baffers within 4 feet 6 inches. 
The inner tube of the gun was in perfect 
condition at the termination of the day’s 
firing. It is expected that when the next 
date of proof-firing isdetermined, powder 
charges of 850 pounds, 925 pounds and 90 

ounds will be used with projectiles of 

,800 pounds weight. In the latter case an 
energy on the projectile of 62,700 foot tons 
may be expected to be developed, capa- 
ble of penetrating armor of more than 
three feet in thickness.

The Carpet Beetle. 


From the Springfield Republican. 

The Buffalo bug 1s reported upon in the an- 
nual report of the Massachusetts Agricultural 
College by Charles H. Fernald, professor of 
natural history, andarecent addition to the 
faculty from the Maine” Agricultural College. 
Prof. Fernald says the Buffalo carpet beetle is 
the same described by Linnwus in 1758. It was 
reported in this country in California in 1860, 
and appeared at Buffalo and in Boston in 1872. 
Dr. Hagen traced them to a large carpet im- 
porting house in Boston, and ‘‘it is, there- 
fore, very probable that they were brought 
from Europe in imported carpets.’’ Mr. Fer- 
nald says they were not introduced by the 
centennial exposition, as has been stated. He 
figures the subject in the larva and pupa and 
as the perfect beetie—a. small, nearly fat, 
brownish bug from 1-llth to 1-7thof an inch 
long, and with dingy white spots on the back. 
Prot. Fernald says the surest way to exter- 
minate them istolayawet cloth along the 
edges of the carpet and pass a hot fiat-iron 
over it, as the steam kills the insect in all 
forms. The ‘‘two-spotted lady bird,’’ which 
has been much persecuted as responsible for 
the carpet-depredations, Prof. Fernald 
vouches for as a most respectable and useful 
bug, @ great destroyer of piant lice and of the 
exgs of other vermin.

THE ADMINISTRATION. 


Zeft-Handed Compliments Dealt Mr. Cleve- 
land by Two New York Papers. 


New YorK, March 4.—The Sun and the Trib- 
mne this morning devote considerable space 
on their editorial pages to a review of the first 
‘two years of President Cleveland’s adminis- 
tration. The Sun says: The second year of 
Mr. Oleveland’s administration ends to-day. 
The character and tendency of that adminis- 
tration may now be regarded as formed and 


. The line and groove of its olicy 
one ile marked, ne in the ordinary 
course of things there is small reason to ex- 
ct a deviation from them. In & ot 
months more the question of the next candi- 
date and the next administration will have be- 
‘some the first in the public mind. Whether 
Mr. Cleveland is to be renominated or not, ae 
gnust stand or fall by the record he has already 
made. He can add to the record, but he can- 
ot change it; and nothing indicates that he 
Rrishes to change it. He is apparently well 
atisfied with what has been done. Mr. C “ 
nd’s own characteristics were pretty el 
nown before he was elected to the Presi- 
ency and they have, for the most part been 
trengthened, but not altered at Washington. 
tis aim has been toimpose his wishes upon the 
Democracy, not to consult and carry out 
theirs. He sincerely believes that he knows 
‘what Democrats need better than they know 
themselves. They ask for bread and he gives 
them astone. The uncertainty and disposi- 
tion to bidker shown too often by the Demo- 
‘crats in the Forty-ninth Congress has resulted 
largely from the want of relations between 
them and the President. It was his duty to 
lead them, 
TO HOLD THEM TOGETHER, 
to propose mutual concessions and to find a 
clear and acceptable policy. He did not do it. 
He made a vigorous effort to force upon them 
his silver views, known to be unacceptable to 
a majority of the party; that is about all. He 
has gone his way, andthey have gone theirs. 
His way has sometimes been the better, and 
we give him high and hearty praise for some 
of his vetoes. but his auty was to 
ide as well as to block. His 
administration has been free from scandal, 
pave in one dark instance. As long, however, 
as the purpose for which he was elected re- 
mains unfulfilled, as long as he prefers in

A MURDEROUS PRANK. 


Two Drunken Deputy Sheriffs Fire at a 


* Crowd of School Girls. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DIsPATCH. 

SouTH AMBOY, N. J., March 4.—Much excite- 
ment was created here Wednesday afternoon 
by two men who, in passing by the large pub- 
lic school, unceremoniously whipped out re- 
volvers and fired point blank atanumber of 
girls who were standing atoneof the windows. 


The ball fortunately missed its mark and 
passed throuch a window just above the girls’ 
heads, striking a chart, glanced off and 
sunk into a wall. The giris ran from 
the windows screaming for help. In answer to 
their cries a number of boys and Richard C. 
Stevenson, janitor of the school, responded. 
The girls told them what had happened, the 
boys hastened downto catch the scoundrels, 
but they had disappeared in the woods which 
udjoins the school-house. One of the boys, 
Frank C. Bishop, followed the miscreants, 
and about half way through the woods he saw 
twomen. He called upon them to stop when 
they turned round and sent shot after shot at 
the lad who, feeling his life in danger, turned 
back after he had seen the men go into 
Weich’s Railroad Hotel. The Post-Dis- 
PATCH correspondent visited the school-house 
and saw Miss Mary Thomas, a young principal 
ofthe school. She said she knew very little 
ofthe shooting, except that shots were fired, 
= fortunately, without injuring any of the 
girls. 

‘*We, that is, Miss Isabelle B. Grant and 
myself, were standing at the window in the 
upper story of the school,’’ she said, ‘‘when 
we noticed two men coming toward the 
school-house. They appeared to be intoxi- 
cated, and whenthey got within twenty-five 
vards : f theschool-house one ofthem glanced 
up at the window, and, seeing us, pulled out 
a revolver and emptied a chamber at us. 
Finding we were not wounded, we quickly 
leftthe window and called for the boys who 
were kept after school hours, to go and learn 
whothe men were. Before the boys reached 
the yard they had escaped.’’ 

Miss Thomas then showed the reporter 
where the bail had struck the window abouta 
foot ubove theirheads. The ball, which was 
afterwards cut outof the wall, proved to be 
from a 32-caliber revolver. Miss Thomas 
could not say what the motive of the men 
was, but was under the impression that 
they were two drunken Deputy Sher- 
iffs who are engaged by the coai com- 
panyto guard their docks. Supt. Bannard 
of the Pennsylvania Coal Company 
was next seen. He said he had heard the story 
and hadordered a rigid investigation to be 
made to ascertain ifthe men were employed 
as Deputy Sheriffs. Miss Thomas, the prin- 
cipal, is ahandsome young blonde, about ié6 
years ofage. Her companion, who also es- 
caped, is Vice-Principal, and is also comely 
and about thesame age. The school trustees 
decided to offer a reward for the apprehension 
ofthe men who fired the shots. Warrants 
have been obtained from a Justice of the 
Peace of New Brunswick for the arrest of the 
two special Deputy Sheriffs suspected of hav- 
ing fired the shots.
